Tragedy m Washington -U- S. District Attorney 
Key Killed by a Member of Congress— Intense 
Excitement. 

Washington, Feb. 27. — The community was 
thrown iuto intense excitement to-day, by tbe 
killing of Philip Bartou Key, L'eited States Dis- 
trict Attorney for the District of Columbia, ut 
the hands ol Hon. Daniel E. .Sickles, member of 
Congress from tho Third District, New York. — 
According to report, Mr. Sickles becoming con- 
vinced of the truth of certain scandalous rumors 
involving his wife, resolved to redress his wrongs. 
About 2 o’clock this afternoon he proceeded from 
bis residence, near the President’s bouse, 
to the sou tb east corner of Lafavelte Square, iu 
the same neighborhood, where Key was engaged 
in conversation with Mr. Butterwortb, of N. Y. 

= !e charged Key with having dishonored him, and 
destroyed his domestic peace, and immediately 
shot him with a revolver^— oue of the balls enter- 
i ig the left side of the body, and passing through 
the corresponding point ou the opposite side. 
I niging under the skin. Another shot took effect 
m the right thigh, near the main artery. Kev, in 
falling, implored Sickles not to kill him. The 
third shot wus in the right side, gluncing from the 
body aud bruising it; of which wounds death 
ensued in a few moments. 

The body was takeu iuto the National Club 
l louse. The coroner immediately summoned a 
jury, and the inquest was continued for several 
i.ours. A verdict was rendered, merely sta’-iog 
’hat the death was caused fr >m i he tiiect of pistol 
hots, as above stated, tired hy lion. D. E. Sickles. 
Crowds of persons gathered in the vicinity of the 
Club Hause during the day. anxiously inquiring 
into all the circumstances of the even..

The Mexican Question. 

Washington, Feb. 27. — The telegraphic an- 
nouncement that the English and B reuch squad- 
ions were in hostile attitude before Vera Cru7, 
favoring Miramon, is not believed here, for tin* 
reason that President Juarez and the members of 
his cabinet, in letters received in Washington un- 
der date of Feb. 7th, state distinctly that they 
bad made definite arrangements for the settle- 
ment of the custom duty, and at the time there 
was no other question at issue. It is known that 
Seuor Mata, Minister of the constitutional gov- 
ernment, has full power to make a treaty in the 
event of his reception as such by this Adinims- 
trat ion. 

As tbe President, in his annual me ssage, ex- 
pressed himself to the effect that the only hope 
of settling the pending questions with Mexico is 
through the constitutional government, some 
surprise is expressed that it is not yet recognized 
in the person of Mata, but there may be sufficient
